George Washington 


Dark days of uncertainty and confusion held the United 





States in a paralyzing grip during the stormy six years which 
followed 1781. 

True, the superb generalship of Washington, commander- 
in-chief of the Continental armies, had completely shattered 
Britain’s yoke with the final military masterstroke of the Rev- 
olutionary war—the sueeessful siege of Yorktown and Corn- 
wallis’ abject Surrender. 

But who was now to unite the young and struggling nation 
in peace as it had been united in war’? Alarmed by its political 
chaos, Washington stated anxiously during these years: ‘‘Some- 
thing must be done, or the fabric must fall, for it is certainly 


tottering!’’ To influential friends, he wrote eountless letters, 
making a vigorous plea for an indissoluble union. 

When the first bold step was taken toward such a union with 
the calling of the constitutional convention in 1787, it was ap- 
parent that only the dynamie leadership of Washington could 
guide that convention successfully through the Valley Forge 
of political strife which threatened to rend the young nation 
apart. 

And when the framework and structure of that ‘‘more per- 
fect union’’ had at last been agreed upon, the man who had 
fought so valiantly in war and peace to create such a union was 
the one chosen to guide its new destiny. In no state was any 
other person than Washington considered for the high post of 
America’s first president. 

And when, at last, death overtook Washington one Decem- 
ber night in 1799, Henry Lee voiced the sentiment of America 
then, as he voices it today, in deathless words which affirm: 
*‘He was first. in war, first in peace, and first in the hearts of his 
countrymen.”’ 

The need of today is a man of the type of Washington or 
Lincoln—a man not only of strong determination, but a man 
of sound judgment. This country is again in a perilous and 
doubtful condition—and there is no one at the helm of whom 
ean be said what Henry Lee said of Washington. Always in 
the emergencies and critical periods of the past some out- 
standing statesman has come to the front and led the nation 
safely through. The time is now at hand when we need just 
such a personage as that—someone in whom business will have 
confidence and thus have assurance of assistance instead of 
being hampered and not knowing what the next day will bring 
forth in regard to the policy of the nation’s leaders.

In all probability there are not many Californians who 
realize the proportions of the canning industry of their state. 
That industry last year produced 37,516,000 cases of fruits and 
vegetables, that amount being an increase of 4,000,000 cases 
over 1936 and 14,000,000 cases above 1933. This does not in- 
elude 4,200,000 cases of fruits and vegetables used in ecock- 
tails and salads. Of a total pack of 2114 million cases of fruit, 
15,000,000 cases were peaches. Apricots were second in amount 
with 514 million cases. Tomatoes comprised the greatest 
amount of vegetables packed—accounting for 12 million of the 
total of 16 million cases. The amount of tomato juice canned 
last year was 2,317,206 cases, asparagus totaling, 2,072,590 
eases. Spinach pack was 2,179,750 cases. While the total veg- 
eetable pack last year was 15,999,000 cases, it was a half mil- 
lion cases less than that of 1936. In contrast to this, the pack 
of fruit jumped to an all time high, surpassing the 1936 pack 
of 5,300,000 cases. Cooperation of food stores improved mar- 
keting ‘methods, it is said—-and advertising was the means 
of moving vast amounts of surplus products. The canning in- 
dustry is highly competitive, it is pointed out, the various pro- 
ducts competing with each other. For instance, if the con- 
sumer thinks the price of California peaches gets too high 
he turns to pineapples or some other fruit. So .talph H. Tay 
lor, executive secretary of the California agricultural council, 
warns thus: ‘‘Without inclining to pessimism, but recogniz- 
ing the vital need of taking a long-range view of the situa- 
tion to guard against future marketing difficulties, California 
growers, regardless of their particular crop, need to look be- 
yond immediate profits in weighing industry problems.

The nation’s relief bill during 1937 is given as $2,333,314,000 
-—that astounding figure not including the administrative cost. 
The figure does include federal, state and local aid to the needy 
—and compared with $2,418,027,000 the previous year. These 
figures were given out by the Social Security Board, who also 
gave the cost of public relief in December as $194,000,000— 
an increase of about $12,000,000 over November. The rise in 
general relief in December provided by states and localities 
was nearly 21 per cent, while earnings under the federal works 
program increased slightly more than 4 per cent.. The board’s 
report further disclosed that 20 per cent of the estimated popu- 
lation :65 years of age or oliler received help in December in 
47 states, District of Columbia, Alaska and Hawaii.
